Orange  flowers,  spotted  black.  Showy  and  tall. 

LYCHNIS  HAAGEANA  (Maltese  Cross) 

Single  flowers,  shades  of  orange  and  red.  August 
to  frost. 


PHYSALIS  FRANCHETI  (Japanese  Lanterns) 

Produces  scarlet  lantern-like  seed  pods  in  fall. 

PLATYCODON  GRANDIFLORUM  (Chinese  Bell  Flower) 

Blue,  single,  bell-shaped  flowers.  June  to  August. 

POLEMONIUM  (Jacobs  Ladder) 

Fern-like  foliage  with  heads  of  small  blue  flowers. 

TRITOMA  (Red  Hot  Poker) 

Spikes  of  flowers  of  orange  and  red  shades. 

VERONICA  (Speedwell) 

Pale  green  foliage  with  spikes  of  feathery  blue 
flowers. 

YUCCA  FILAMENTOSA  (Adam’s  Needle) 

Sword-like  foliage  with  tall  spikes  of  white  bell¬ 
shaped  flowers.
